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LODGING HOUSES 
SPREAD DISEASE. 


Municipal Judge Sadler Star- 
tled by Conditions in the 
Desplaines Street Po- 
lice District. 


GIVES ACCOUNT OF TOUR, 


Writes Letter to Health Commis- 
sioner Evans Urging En- 
forcement of Sani- 


tary Law. 


Judge Frank P. Sadler of the Desplaines 
street Municipal court, who has undertaken 
the task of remedying some of the conditions 
under which the poor of: his district live, haa 
raised the black flag of rebellion against 
the cheap lodging houses. 

He sent a letter to Health Commissioner 
Evans yesterday calling attention to some 
of the dangers to the city's health that he 
found during a recent tour of the lodging 
houses of the river district, from which all 
the criminals and vagabonde that pase be- 
fore his court every day are draw 

Under guard of two detectives from His 
court Judge Sadler visited Hogan’s Flop in 
Meridian street, the New York house, the 
Friendship, the Harbor Lighta, and the 
Volunteers of America house in Desplaines 
street. 

Centers for Disease Culture. 

That such places are a first rate culture for 
disease of all sorts and that the lawe of 
the city as regards sanitary and fire precau- 
tions are broken in nearly all of them, Judge 
Badier declared in the following letter to Dr. 
Evans: 

A recent visit to a number of lodging houses 
west of the river, in Madison, Meridian, and other 
streets, disclosed that little if.any attempt is made 
by the keepers of these places to comply with the 
sanitary fegulations of the city. The air is so 
foul in many of them during the night time that 
it is @ real relief to get out and breathe the fresh 
air. 

Such places, under existing conditions, cannot 
help but be breeders and disseminators of disease. 
Located as they are in the heart of the city, they 
are & constant menace to the health of the com- 
munity. Disease contracted there is spread quickly 
on account of the character and roving habits of 
many of the frequenters of these places. 

I call this to your attention in the hope that 
you will use your influence to compel these places 
to comply more nearly with the city ordinances. 
The department of health is derelict in its duty if 
it permits them to exist as they now are. The fire 
protection of matty of these houses ts in-

In the district bounded 1 by the peer Hal- 
sted, Lake, and Van Buren streets there are 
nearly 100 lodging houses and cheap hotels. 
To them the floating criminals of the country 
who drift through Chicago several times a 
year go to hide theiridentity. The lodging 
houses are divided into distinct classes, not 
separated by price so much as by character. 
To some the laborers go. In others the hobos 
and tramps resort. Others are set apart for 
beggars, and still others for bands of thieves 
and pickpockets. They are all men's quar- 
ters. 

The other divisions of the city have their 


+ own plague spots of this character, but none 


so great as the west side, which presents a 
labyrinth of rooming houses of the 10, 15, and 
25 cent grade. In South State street there is 
a half block of lodging houses which sends 
more than 20 per cent of all the tuberculosis 
cases to the county hospital and Dunning. 
It is called “ lung block.’’ 

“T wanted to see how these men lived who 
were brought before me day after day,” said 
Judge Sadler. ‘“‘ When I saw where the 
thousands hide themselves every night, the 
story of the ‘ great unwashed " became more 
clear to me. I can see now how a man may 
lose ambition and character and moral 
strength as a result of the terrible conditions 
in which he must live. 

“T am trying to enforce, the law in this 
district. I cannot see why this law regard- 
ing the cleanliness of lodging houses should 
not be obeyed. I venture it would stop lots 
of crime and I know it would stop lots of 
disease. 

“I saw rooms where forty or fifty men 
lay piled on ptain boards like animals. Some 
made no attempt to undress. Some had their 
shoes for a pillow. Others were wrapped 
in old newspapers which they had pulled out 
of the waste paper baskets in the street. 
The filth was indescribable. 


Fire Escapes Are Faulty. 

“ Some of the 15 cent houses made an at- 
tempt to obey the laws. The floors were 
scrubbed every day and the bed clothes 
changed, the proprietors assured me, but 
even then the toilet arrangements and the 
fire escapes were faulty. 

‘The worst places that came under my 
observation were Hogan’s 5 cent lodging 
house in Meridian street and the New York 
house at 100 West Madieon street, in which 
the lowest clase of dock rats, beggars, and 
hobos swarmed. They were men who never 
wash, I suppose, and certainly there were no 
incentives offered them. 

“T do not suppose it is possible for the 
proprietors of 5 and 10 cent hotels to have 


marble floors and tiled walls that may be 


gone over with disinfectants, but something 
must be done to discourage places of that 


kind. Perhaps the building of a few model: 


municipal lodging houses would answer the 
purpose.” 
Assails City Lodging House. 

Another authority on lodging houses, Dr. 
Ben L. Reitman, president of the Brother- 
hood Welfare association, and a volunteer 
hobo who has lived in lodging houses and 
tramps’ quarters in every big city in the 
world, came out with a few suggestions on 
the subject. 

‘““The municipal lodging house,’’ he said, 
‘has a more stifling atmosphere than any 
of the other places I know so well. It is 
largely because of the sulphur fumes with 
which the place ie fumigated every morning, 
but that is enough for one experience. 

“On the whole, I think the lodging houses 
try to obey the law—that is those in the main 
streets of the west side—but there are a few 
that even I cannot stand. The worst that 
have come to my attention are the Italian 


} houses around Polk and Taylor and Jefferson 


streets, There forty or firty men pile into 
one room without a bit of ventilation and 
with no other conveniences. The inspectors 
never go near those places. 

“The Hungarian, Polish, and Lithuanian 
places are as bad. The worst feature of them 
is the danger of disease. Many consump- 
tives and men with othef contagious dis-

Citizens, Under Mayor’s Request, 
Plan Onslaught on Dirt. 


PUPILS WILL PLAY PART. 


More than 250,000 Children Expected 
to Join Crusade for Cleanliness. 


This ig Chicago's first official cleaning day, 
and it fs to be made memorable by more than 
250,000 ex-officio members of the department 
of streets. These new acquisitions of the de- 
partment include every pupil of the public 
achools, who will scour the streets in search 
of refuse and any foreign matter which might 
be calculated to mar the beauty of the city. 

It is planned that Mayor Busse’s proclama- 
tion shall be carried out by the school chil- 
dren who, under their teachers and prin- 
cipale, will go forth at 8:30 p. m. armed with 
shovels, brooms, and rakes. Lawns, vacant 
lots, alleys, and streets alike will be thor- 
oughly cleansed and no particle of dirt big 
enough to be caught with a fine tooth comb 
will remain. 


Second Request to Pupils. 

“Tt is planned to send word to the various 
school teachers this morning in order to 
give them an opportunity to complete the 
arrangements for the cleaning,’ said Miss 
Jane Addams, member of the board of edu- 
cation, last evening. ‘‘ Because the children 
were on their spring vacation at the time 
the proclamation was issued by Mayor 
Busse we were unable to get word to the 
pupils. 

Superintendent of Streets Michael J. Do- 
herty has been looking forward to the on- 
slaught of the new members of his depart- 
ment, afd he is prepared to direct the energy 
of the workers with his experienced depu- 
ties. Then the various improvement: asoci- 
ations will assist by furnishing carts and 
men to carry the refuse away. Bonfires will 
blaze in vacant lots, and there may be 4 
few violations of the smoke ordinance as 
Chicago’s dirt floats away. 

Every city official will look after his part, 
and efforts are being made to make May 6 
a date that will be set aside for the over- 
hauling of the city and as important as 
May 1—moving day. 

Women Will Be Active. 

Mayor Busse's proclamation was addressed 
to householders as well, requesting them to 
clean up lawns and “all surroundings of 
their homes.” In many neighborhoods the 
housewives have agreed to work together. 
More than a score of women in Hyde Park, 
living in the vicinity of Fifty-fourth street 
and Woodlawn avenue. have organized a 
temporary improvement club, whose work 
will be the improvement of the strips of land 
about their houses or flat buildings. On such 
lots as is necessary they will sow grass seed. 

Another imnovation will be wrought—that 
of enforcing the ordinance regarding the 
sweeping of dirt and refuse into the streets. 
This ordinance, under previous administra- 
tions, had fallen into such disuse and was 
being abused so flagrantly teat Mayor Busse 
found it necessary to send out warnings to 
business men informing them that the ordi- 
nance not only still was in force but that 
all violations would meet with prosecution. 

During the last week policemen have 
warned all of the business houses which have 
been the most flagrant violators of the ordi- 
nance. Beginning today the police will make 
arrests where there are violations. 
| ‘The mayor will return from Fox Lake and 
will direct any workers who may apply to

SHOOTS LITTLE BOY FRIEND 
WHILE PLAYING IN A BARN. 


Albert Tange, 14 Years Old, Did Not 
Know Gun Was Loaded and Wounds 
Lad 11 Years Old. 


Albert Tange, 14 years old, 6854 Madison 
avenue, yesterday shot and dangerously 
wounded Gerald Glynn, 11 years old, 6838 
Madison avenue. 

The boys were piaying with several com- 
panions in a barn at the rear of the Tange 
residence. Walter Olson, 6734 Madison ave- 
nuc, one of the boys, owned a small rifle with 
which he had been shooting at rats. 

While all were boasting of their marks- 
manship, the Tange boy picked up the rifle 
and pointed it at Gerald Glynn. He thought 
the cartridges hed been removed and pulled 
the trigger. 

The bullet entered the left shoulder, was 
deflected downward, and severed an artery 
at the apex ofthe !eftlung. Physicians were 
unable to find the bullet and said the boy’s 
condition was serious.

USE BILL TO GET $100,000 
FROM BUCKET SHOP KEEPERS? 


Pennsylvania Politicians Accused by 
Paper of Attempting to Squeeze 
Money from Gamblers by Threats. 


Pittsburg, Pa., May 5.—[Special.]—The 
Pittsburg Leader today published a lengthy 
story setting forth the details of an alleged 
scheme of a ring of state politicians to hold 
up bucket shop keepers for $100,000 by hold- 
ing over their heads legislation adverse to 
the interests of bucket shop men. The 
Leader prints the following telegram alleged 
to have been sent to a certain bucket shop 
man at Pittsburg a few days ago: 

“Unless you have §20,000 in the hands 
of by 5 o’clock, the bill is a go.”’ 

The Leader announces it has all the namés, 
telegrams, affidavits, etc., to lay before the 
state legislature, and it calls for immediate 
action by that body. If the legislature fails 
to act, the paper announces it will publish 
the names and call on the district attorney 
at Pittsburg to prosecute. 


ALARM SPREADING IN _ INDIA. 


British Government Taking Steps to 
Repress Native Rioters with a 
Strong Hand. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

CALCUTTA, May 6.—All the local news- 
papers print detailed accounts of serious riot- 
ing at various places in eastern Bengal, 
especially in the Mymousingh district. The 
papers comment gravely on the situation, 
saying the disturbances may be a prelude 
to worse events, owing to the intense feel- 
ing between the Hindoo and Mohammedan 
portions of the population. The former al- 
lege the latter have desecrated their temples, 
while the Mohammedans assert the Hindoo 
boycott of British goods has caused a rise 
in prices. 


QUAKE SHOCK LASTS 2 HOURS. 


Seismologists * Report Disturbance 
Thousands of Miles from the 
Points of Record. 


LONDON, May 5.—Prof. John Milne, seis- 
mologist, from the Isle of Wight, and Prof. 
Belar, an authority on seismic disturbances 
at Laibach, Austria, report to the Daily Mail 
records of an earthquake shock of two hours’ 
duration Saturday morning. The distance 
is given as between 6,000 and 8,000 miles from 
the points of record. 


MAY -CALL OUT. MILITIA, 


Governor Willing to Act if Munici- 
pality Is Unequal to Task. 


San Francisco, Cal., May 5.—[Special.}]— 
The street car system of San Francisco was 
tied up today by the strike of 2,000 conductors 
and motormen. The men quit work early 
this morning after having failed to obtain 
an eight hour day and a flat wage of $3. In 
Hieu of street cars the public made use of 
all sorts of vehicles from express wagons 
to automobiles. 

The striking car men were joined by the 
stationary firemen, who demandrecognition 
of their union and an increase of wages from 
$2.75 to $3.25 a day. It is probable that other 
allied unions will come to the support of the 
strikers. 

May Crush Unionism. 

Employers | say the car strike means the 
opening of a conflict that will put an end to 
the domination of union labor in San Fran- 
cisco. Driven back step by step for years, the 
employers of labor feel that they have their 
backs against the wall and that they must 
now fight for life. 

Even among the ranks of union labor the 
action of the car men is condemned, and in 
their own union there are nearly a thousand 
men who were opposed to a strike, as they 
realized that such a movement at this time 
is unwise and unfair to the company. Be- 
fore the struggle énds many union men fear 
the power of their organization will be 
broken. 

According to one of the old members of the 
car men’s union, a good many of the beilig- 
erent members who forced the strike took 
part in the last Chicago strike. After the 
trouble there these men drifted west. From 
the first they have been strongly opposed to 
making any concessions. 


May Demand Militia. 

President Patrick Calhoun of the United 
Railroads, said the company would operate 
its lines independently of the union, and if 
the strikers resist€@i he would demand of 
the city and state authorities full protec- 
tion.

Pittsburg, Pa., May 5.—[Special.}—The 
School of Bricklaying, intended to be one 
of the most important departments of the 
great $10,000,000 technical schools which An- 
drew Carnegie founded here, has one scholar. 
The daily routine which the future knight 
of the trowel goés through and the staff of 
instructors maintained solely for him is caus- 
ing much comment. 

When Mr. Carnegie founded the technical 
schools he insisted that the departments first 
opened must be those for the purpose of teach- 
ing young men to become expert artisans. 
Bricklaying looked as if it might be popular 
here, and the school of bricklaying was the 
first in commission. While other departments 
were quickly filled up with scholars the brick- 
laying game didn’t seem to appeal to Pitte- 
burg’s young men, but finally one student 
applied. 

After passing the necessary examination 
Daniel Chisholm was enrolled and began his 
studies at the school after paying his fee of 
$20 a year. To teach prospective bricklayers 
there had been engaged by the school a pro- 
fessor at a salary of $15 a day and an expert 
bricklayer, who receives $6, or the union 
wage. 


WANT FRANCHISES IN GARY 
SETTLED BY THE TRUSTEES. 


Citizens of Indiana Steel Town, Hear- 


ing Building Boom Is to End, Circu- 
late Petitions, 


Gary, Ind., has heard a report that its build- 
irig boom is about to end. It is said that 
the Indiana Steel company and the Gary 
Land company, subsidiary institutions of the 
United States Steel corporation, will suspend 
building operations if they are not granted 
franchises to stpply all public utilities of the 
town. Although officials of the company deny 
any such intention on their part, many citi- 
zens of Gary are on the anxious seat. 

The board of trustees has had the matter 
of public utility franchises before it for 
some weeks. Finally it referted the mat- 
ter to Town Attorney L. L. Bomberger, who 
sent it back with the statement that it was 
not his duty, that it was for the trustees to 
say who should get the franchises. Peti- 
tions asking the trustees to dispose of the 
matter as speedily as possible are being cir- 
culated. 

Citizens are not willing to predict what 
the board of trustees is going to‘do. The 
trustees are not discussing the matter. The 
board will meet on Saturday, unless pre- 
vailed upon to meet specially, that the fran- 
chise matter may be disposed of.

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TSUGGEST A SCHEME] SIR 
TO PLACATE STATE | 


Insertion in Charter Bill of 
Exact Powers Sought by 
Chicago Urged. 


TO STOP SECESSION CRY, 


Substitution for General Grant 
Offered to End Demand for 
Restriction. 


SpringfieM, I)., May 5.—[Special.}—Subeti- 
tution of a specific enumeration of the powers 
to be granted Chicago in place of the genera! 
grant contained in article 5, section 2, of the 
charter bill, which has raised the cry that 
the city is endeavoring to “ secede’’ from 
the rest of the state, is proposed to stop the 
down state demand that Chicago representa- 
tion be restricted. 

Cook county members of the general ae- 
sembly say that legislators from outside of 
Chicago vastly overestimate the purpose 
of the present section of the charter, whether 
they do so intentionally or not, and that aside 
from the danger always existing in specific 
enumeration there is nothing to be lost by set- 
ting’ forth exactly what powers of local leg- 
islation the city wants. 

As proposed in the trouble making section, 
the power is so hedged with restrictions that 
it could not have the effect which down state 
members assert % would have, but they have 
used it as a reason for demanding limitation 
of ,the city’s representation, which is about 
the last thing Chicago members will concede. 


Other Cities Self-Governing. 

To prove that this cry of alarm is baseless 
the publicity bureau of the Legislative Vot- 
ers’ league has prepared a statement showing 
what rights in the way of local legislation 
is granted cities of other states by the state 
constitution, and this proves that if there 
were truth in the seeession alarm over this 
proposed grant of power there would be sev- 
eral ‘‘ states within states ’’ in other sections 
of the country. 

Houston, Tex.; has been operating for two 
years under a charter which gives it “all 
power of local self-government not pro- 
hibited by this charter or by some general 
law of the state of Texas, or by provisions 
of the constitution of the state of Texas.”’ 

So far as any one knows, Houston still is 
part of Texas, and has not raised itself to 
the dignity or importance of a “ state within 
a state.” 


Last Week to Be a Busy One. 


When the house meets at 8 o'clock tomor- 
row it will begin a continuous performance, 
broken only by a few hours sleep each day, 
that will last until dawn next Sunday, when 
Speaker Shurtleff will announce the adjourn- 
ment sine die of the forty-fifth general as- 
sembly. 

That is the plan of the house organization, 
and the senate is in shape to adjourn any 
time the house gives the word. 

There will be the usual headlong rush to 
dispose of important legislation during the 
closing days of the legislature, this, too, not- 
withstanding the fact that the house com- 
mittees were appointed much earlier-in the 
session than usual, and Gov. Deneen will 
probably have before him something over 
250 bills for action after the general assembly 
has clos, ‘ up shop. 


Act ow Charter Bill Tuesday. 


The Chicago charter ig slated for passage 
in the house on Tuesday. The local option bill 
will be brought to a vote on Wednesday, at 
least it will if the plans of the friends of 
local option, backed by the republican steer- 
ing committee, do not fail. What their plans 
are have not been divulged. But it is ad- 
mitted that a plan for prying the minority 
off the Tid long enough to enable the local 
option bill to come to a vote has been evolved. 

Whether or not the plan is successful, there 
is sure to be some exceedingly lively doings 
in the house on Wednesday, asthe opponents 
of local option are determined to keep that 
measure from coming to a vote, and one of 
the most powerful lobbies of years, repre- 
senting the liquor interests of the state, is 
here working to that end. During the last 
week many charges of undue influence have 
been made in connection with the bill. 

The scheduling of the charter for passage 
on Tuesday means that that bill is to be 
given preference over local option, and jus 
how the down state members friendly to loca 
option will view this plan is a question that 
will be answered on Tuesday. 


Redistricting Plan a Snag. 


Country leaders have expressed themselves 
strongly on this during the last week, not 
only in connection with local option, but also 
with the proposition to limit Cook county’s 
representation in the general assembly to 
one-third. It is pretty safe to say, however, 
that if the house organization can give as- 
surances that the local option bill will 
brought to a vote, the question of redistrict- 
ing will not be made a stumbling block for 
the passage of the charter in the house, al- 
though undoubtedly the redistricting idea Is 
something that will have to be reckoned 
with, in spite of the expressed determination 
of Chicago not to yield on that point. 

The contemplated work of the house in this 
the closing week includes the passage of 
several administration insurance reform 
bills, two or three of the railroad bills ad- 
vocated by the governor, the pure food bill, 
the local option bill, the state charities ap- 
propriation bills as amended by the house 
committee, a bill giving the state civil service 
commission discretion in promotions in the 
classified service and power of summary 
discharge, the only civil service bill that will 
be enacted into law this session, and a num- 
ber of the Chicago park extension bills. 


Senate in Good Shape. 


Many of the house measures now on the 
senate calendar are appropriation bills that 
can be disposed of quickly, while the general 
run of prospective legislation in the house is 
known by the senate leaders and will not 
consume much time in the senate. 

The Chicago charter bill is scheduled to 
be disposed of by the senate the middle of the 
week. Senator Berry plans to have three 
meetings of the committee tomorrow, and he 
has notified all members of the committee 
to be in Springfield that day. Incidentally 
a session of the senate, not the usual per- 
functory one, will be held tomorrow even- 
ing. Most of the important sections of the 
charter bill have been discussed at previous 
meetings, and formal action on them wil] 
now be taken. The committee has already 
adopted the consolidation section, and has 
approved a number of iess important 
changes in the bill that were made by the 
house committee. The sections on primary 
elections, civil service, revenue, education, 
and public utilities, among others, remain to 
be acted upon, however.

WILL SUE CAPITOL GRAFTERS; 
PROFITS REACH 500 PER CENT. 


Penusylvania’s Attorney General Pre- 
pares to Bring Civil and Criminal 
Action Against Those in Big Steal. 


Pittsburg, Pa., May 5.—Civil and criminal 
suits will be brought by Attorney General 
Todd against those responsible for the state 
capitol scandal. A complete list of those who 
will be named as defendants will not be 
known until the inquiry is completed. The 
commission will hold no more public sessions 
until after the legislature adjourns on May 16. 

As the commission cannot finish its work in 
time to report to the present legislature, as 
provided in the resolution creating that body, 
the investigators will send a report to the 
general assembly which will simply be an 
announcement that the inquiry is incomplete 
and a request that its time be extended in- 
definitely, and that it be authorized to make 
its report to Gov. Stuart when ready. 

The suits 'will be based on the testimony 
showing that the contractor collected from 
the state for 752 thermostats and installed 
only 363,. and on the substitution of domestic 
for baccarrat glase and an inferior glass for 
Tiffany favrile. John H. Sanderson & Co., 
general contractors for the furnishing; J. M. 
Huston, architect for the building commis- 
sion and also the board of grounds and build- 
ings, and James H. Shumacher, former su- 
perintendent of grounds and buildings, are 
among those involved in the scandal. 

The testimony also shows that while the 
more elaborate of the $2,000,000 worth of 
lighting fixtures was to be mercurial gold the 
bulk of those installed were merely laquered, 
the latter process costing one-tenth the price 
of the former. All these fixtures were sup- 
plied to the state ata cost of $4.85 “per 
pound.”’ 

The contractore’ profit on the $2,000,000 me- 
tallic furniture contract was 500 percent. Lt 
is estimated that Sanderson’s profits on the 
$5,556,785 paid to him by the state for the 
furnishings, were $3,500,000. 


Former Gov. Pennypacker, who was presi- : 


dent of the board until he went out of office 
last January, and was a party to all the 
furnishings contracts, issued a public state- 
ment last fall that not a dollar was mis- 
spent by the board; that the building could 
not be duplicated for $13,000,000; that né bill 
was finally settled until the article had been 
measured or weighed, as the schedule re- 
quired, and that every bill was certified to 
by Huston and Shumacher as to its aécuracy 
before paid.

LAFAYETTE, IND., MAN ASKS PO- 
LICE TO AID IN SEARCH. ~— 


Mrs. Birdie Wood Goes to South Chi- 
cago to Visit Parents, Receives Tel- 
egram Which, She Said, Was from 
Husband, and Leaves—Spouse Finds 
She Has Gone—Cannot Explain Di«e- 
appearance, but Says It May Be Due 
to Hypnotic influence of Woman. 


South Chicago police are investigating the 
disappearance last Monday of Mrs. Birdie 
Wood, 23 years old, of Lafayette, Ind. Her 
husband, Charles Wood, reported on Satur- 
day that his wife had left the residence of 
her parents in South Chicago, had taken 
$3,555 with her, and.that she had not been 
heard of since. 

Mr. Wood is unable to explain the disap- 
pearance, and has only one theory—hypno- 
tism by @ Lafayette woman who was an 
intimate friend of his wife. 

Mr. and Mrs. Wood went to South Chicago 
two weeks ago to visit Mrs, Wood's parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. D. J. Smith, 176 Ninety-first 
street. Mr. Wood is traveling manager of a 
large southern construction company. After 
they had been in South Chicago several days 
Mr. Wood was ordered to Peoria, IIl., to su- 
perintend some work. He left a check for 
$3,000, drawn on the Illinois Trust and Sav- 
ings bank, and $555 in cash for his wife to 
care for while he was away. 


Gets Telegram; Leaves House. 


Last. Monday Mrs. Wood received a tele- 
gram. The messenger boy delivered it in her 
mother’s presence. The young woman did 
not show it to Mrs. Smith, but merely said 
her husnund had gone to Lafayette from 
Pecria and that he wished her to return to 
Lafayette at once. 

Mrs, Wood took the $3,555, packed her 
trunk, ard left at once for Chicago. She has 
not been seen since. 

Last Saturday) Mr. Wood returned from 
Peoria, He asked for his wife at her par- 
ents’ home and was told she had gone to join 
him at his own request. Mr. Wood said he 
had not left Peoria and that he had not wired 
his wife. He went immediately to the South 
Chicago police with his stary. 


Hypnotism His Only Theory. 

“TI cannot give any reason for my wife’s 
disappearance,’’ he told the police. ‘“‘I am 
sure she did not run away with another man. 
We have been married only a short time and 
were happy. 

“It is possible that she met with foul play 
while in Chicago on the way to Lafayette, 
or it may have been the plan of some clever 
thieves, who sent a fake telegram. 

‘‘T am inclined to believe, however, that 
a Mrs. Thompson of Lafayette may be able 
to explain her whereabouts. She had an 
influence over my wife that, I believe, wag 
hypnotic.”

Mayor to Tell the Council Why 
He Dismissed Civil Serv- — 
ice Commissioners, 


FOR “NEGLECT OF DUTY.” 


Former Members of Body Talk of 
Contesting Their Removal 
in the Courts, 


Mayor Busse will give the city council this 
evening his reasons for summarily dismiss- 
ing the members of the civil service com- 
mission. Under the law any reasons which 
seem good to him are sufficient, as when 
Mayor Carter H. Harrison. on taking office, 
discharged John M. Clark and Christoph 
Hotz on the ground that they were incom- 
petent. It is understood, however, that 
Mayor Busse will put it on the ground of 
“neglect of duty.” 

It is a matter the aldermen cannot inquire 
into, as the commissioners are not confirmed 
by the council, but if any of them get in- 
quisitive they will probably have their ques- 
tions answered. 

The statement wae made that the mayor 
would not be able to announce the new mem- 
bers of the board of local improvements this 
evening. He still intends to reorganize the 
board, but there are so many different in- 
terests pulling and hauling that he has found 
it a hard job to arrange the appointments. 


Tip Out on Improvement Board. 

Should they be made this evening, the tip 
out is that they will consist of Henry 8. 
Dietrich, Walter Raymer, and Joseph Bid- 
will, republicans, and John Minwegen, demo- 
crat. There is considerable opposition to 
Minwegen among the democrats of his ward, 
but it is not thought it will be effective. 

The appointment of Charles V. Weston as 
the city’s representative on the board of 
engineers to supervise the work of rehabfii- 
tating the street car lines does not have to 
come before the council, but it is expected 
the appointment will be announced by the 
mayor during the day and the council noti- 
fied in the evening.

| TELLS HOW TO REGULATE ROADS. 

“Letter Written a Month Ago, Given 
Out at President's Request, Points 
Out How Constitution Gives Con- 

«gress Fall Power to Regulate—Key 
to Solution ef Problem, He Says, 
Lies in Article Concerning Con- 
atraction of Post Roads. 


Washington. D. C., May 5.—E. H. Farrar of 
New Ofleans, who had an interview with 


of the railroads, today, with the president's 
permission and at his request, gave out a let- 
ter on the subject written by Mr. Farrar to 
Mr. Roosevelt a month ago. Parts of the let- 
ter follow: i a 

“Sir: The transportation problem in this 

country has assumed such an acute phase 
that it muet have a satisfactory solution. So 
long ag there is divided control over the great 
public highways and the corporations that 
manage them no such solution can be 
reached. 
“As you and your advisers are studying 
this question now before the American peo- 
ple, I ask that you permit me to make some 
suggestions, which I hope will be helpful. 
In my opinion, as a humble student of the 
constitution, and as a democrat who belongs 
to the school of ‘ fair conatructionists,’ there 
is full power in the constitution of the United 
States, as now written and interpreted, to 
take full, absolute, and exclusive control of 
the whole subject by the exercise of the 
power granted in paragraph 7 of section 8 
of article I. of the constitution, which grants 
to the congress power ‘to establish post- 
offices and post roads.’ 

Mr. Farrar then reviews the court decisions 
which he claims gives the federal government 
all the power it needs to regulate the rail- 
roads. eee . 

How Government Can Act. 

“These corporations," the letter goes on, 
“being creatures of the United States and 
| instrumentalities provided by it for the prop- 

er and convenient performance of its gov- 
ernmental functions, the United States can 
regulate them ag follows: 

“1. Their mode of organization and manage- 
ment. 

‘*2. Their capital stocks, and their creetion of 
@ebt, and the issuance of securities. 

‘*8. Their operations down to the remotest par- 
ticulars. 

“4. The quelifications of those employés, such as 
‘engineers, firemen, conductors, inspectors, brake- 
men, telegraph operators, etc., on whose capacity 
depends the safety of life and property. All of 
these men can be subjected to government control 
and license, and for incapacity and misconduct 
their licenses may be revoked. 

‘“*§. The misconduct of officials and employés, in 
the performance of their duties, can be restrained 
by criminal statutes. 

**@. These corpogations can be shielded from all 
state interference and control. 

‘7, They can be protected from the prejudice of 
the local jury and the 50 per cent damage lawyer 
by giving them the right to sue and be sued in the 
United States courts alone. 

“8. They can be protected from al! state, county, 
and municipal tion by provisions fixing how 
’ far and in wha er and to what extent they 
may be taxed by the states and their subdivisions. 
“9. The relations of their employés to each other, 
as fellow servants, can be definitely settled on 
scientific principles of the gradation of authority. 
“10. Their duties in regard to settling claims 
against them for lost or damaged freight can be 
regulated. 

‘11. The rates which they charge for passenger 
and freight service can be regulated and all dis- 
criminations abolished. 

‘12. Their interchange of cars, freights, and 
passengers with each other can be regulated. 

‘18. All agreements they may make with each 
other in regard to joint rates and pooling agree- 
ments can be controlled, 


Key Lies in Post Roads. 


“The power to regulate commerce among 
the states and with foreign nations is too 
narrow for such purposes, because there is 
an immense mass of commerce in this coun- 
try which is entirely beyond the control of 
the congress. But the power to establish 
postroads is coextensive with the limits, of 
the United States. It gives the governmént 
power to establish 4 postroad from, every 
point to every other point; to natiGnalize 
these roads; to provide all the terms and 
conditions for their use and operation, and 
to create corporations as instruments to 
facilitate the government in the performance 
of this exclusive function.”

FACES 
ANOTHER INQUIRY 


Government May Begin Action 
for Violation of the Anti- 
Trust Law. 


EX-SENATOR CLARK HIT. 


Alleged Deal Between Pacifics 
and San Pedro Cause of 
Proceedings. 


Washington, D. C., May 6.—[Special.]— 
Great interest has been excited here in what 
practically amounted yesterday to a semi- 
official announcement that it was the in- 
tention of the government to proceed against 
BH. H. Harriman of New York and former 
Senator W. A. Clark of Montane as violators 
of the Sherman anti-trust law. 

The announcement in question was based 
upon the fact that the interstate commerce 
commission has collected evidence tending 
to show that the Southern Pacific company 
and the San Pedro, Los Angeles, and Salt 
Lake railroad company, from June 18, 1908, 
until April 15, 1907, operated under an agree- 
ment whereby both roads guaranteed to 
maintain the same rates, charges, clagsifica- 
tions, and tariffs on traffic which might have 
been made the subject of competition between 
them. 


Strong Evidence Is Obtained. 


Additional thformation has been obtained 
here which shows conclusively that the Union 
Pacific, a Harriman line, as well as the South- 
ern Pacific worked hand‘ in hand with the 
San Pedro to the prejudice of the shipper and 
the public interest. Whereas the Southern 
Pacific and San Pedro maintained like rates 
in order to stifle competition, the Union Pa- 
cific, or Oregon Short Line, the keystone of 
Harriman consolidation, worked under the 
contract, the first article of which provided 
that the San Pedro company would not ex- 
tend its line or any of its branches northward 
from Salt Lake City. 

By the making of this contract, out of which 
grew the traffic agreement between the 
Southern Pacific and San Pedro, Harriman 
hoped to stop the competition for business 
from the latter system. 

Clark and Harriman first fell out over the 
rates exacted by the Harriman lines on the 
ore shipped from the Clark mines. Becom- 
ing incensed over the “‘ hold up" rates that 
he was forced to pay, Clark made up his 
mind to build a road of his own. 


Harriman Forces Agreement. 


He started in, and was making progress, 
when he came to a pass in the mountains. 
The ever alert Harriman had secured con- 
trol of the pass. It was then up to Clark 
either to enter into interminable litigation 
with Harriman, to.make terms with him, or 
to go to the tremendous expense of tunneling 
the mountains. He made terms in the form 
of contracts and agreements mutually satis- 
factory to both. : 

Neither Mr: Harriman nor Mr, Clark has 
been put upon the stand as a witness so far 
as the relations of the Southern Pacific or 
Union Pacific with the San Pedro are con- 
pernea. Senator Clark has not appeared in 
the Harriman case at all up to date. In the 
haarings of the case on the Pacific coast, re- 
lating to the traffic phase of the Harriman 
inquiry, the San Pedro was represented by J. 
Ross Clark, a brother of W. A. Clark. 

J. Ross Clark did not appear to know much 
about the San Pedro agreements with the 
Southern Pacific or Oregon Short Line. His 
recollection as to several features of the 
transactions was vague and hazy. 


Decision on Express Rates. 


. The interstate commerce commission has 
rendered its first opinion in a case tnvolving 
the reasonableness of an express rate. The 
case was brought by the Society of American 
Florists, who claimed that the rate charged 
by the United States Express -ompany on 
cut flowers from New Jersey points to New 
York City was unreasonable, excessive, and 
unjust. This rate till July, 1906, was 50 cents 
per 100 pounds, and at that time was raised 
to $1 per hundred pounds. 

Commissioner Franklin Lane, who delivers 
the opinion of the commission, holds that the 
rate should be reduced to 60 cents per hun- 
dred pounds. . 

The express company defended its increase 
of 100 per cent in its rate by claiming that 
the delivery service given cut flowers.in New 
York was much more expensive than that 
given other articles, and that it could not in- 
crease its rate a sufficient amount to meet 
the expense of this special service without 
largély increasing the total rate, because of 


1 its contracts with the railroads under which 


it is required to pay 45 per cent of its gross 
receipts to the railroad companies for their 
gervice. 


Company’s Figures Are Flexible. 

The opinion of Commissioner Lane says 
in part: 

“ Elaborate tables have been presented by 
the defendant tending to prove that the rate 
of 50 cents was unremunerative, owing to 
the percentage which it paid to the railroad 
added to the percentage which it paid to its 
agents and the cost of delivery in New York. 
From these same figures it can also be ad- 
duced that the present rate of $1 is unre- 
munerative; and it may well be said that 
from an analysis of the charges made upon 
any single commodity or class of commodi- 
ties transported by this company a similar 
result could be arrived at. 

‘‘In order to increase its business the ex- 
press company gives an especially prompt 
service to flower raisers. There is no eyi- 
dence that this is not done by all express 
companies, or that it does anything with 
respect to this traffic which transportation 
companies do not generally do as to certain 
classes of perishable freight. But, admitting 
that an extra return should be made over 
and above that received for the carrying of 
articles generally transported by exprese, 
no reason has been shown why the railroad 
charges and agents’ pay should be doubled, 
excepting that the express company hag to 
pay double the amount under its contract 
to its agents and to the railroad company—a 
necessity condition which we cannot rec- 
ognize as cOntrolling as to rates.”

EL ENGINEERS FOR BOOST. 


‘Secretary in Long Statement Indorsea 
by President Gives Decisions on 
Labor Questions Which Have Arisen 
on Isthmus—Points Out Complain- 
ing Workmen Are Much Better Of 
There than Anywhere Else and 
Present Wages Are Sufficient. 


Washington, D. C., May 6.—[Special.]— 
With the approval of President Roosevelt, 
Secretary Taft today made public his decis- 
ljons affecting rates of pay and hours of 
labor on the isthmus of Panama. 

The decision applies to three classes of 
canal employés; first, steam shovel men, em- 
bracing engineers, cranemen, and firemen; 
second, construction locomotive engineers, 
and third, constructi$n train conductors, _

“ After giving the matter the consideration 
which its importance deserves,”” Mr. Taft 
says, “and after weighing the comparative 
advantages which the isthmian shovel men 
enjoy over their brothers tn the states, Ihave 
reached the conclusion that the existing 
standard of pay for the shovel engineers 
and cranemen is a liberal one, and ought not 
to be increased except under some provition 
of reasonable increase applicable to all 
veteran skilled employés of the commission 
who are paid by class rates." 

He contends also that the rate of wages 
on the isthmus and the advantages the men 
enjoy are sufficiently in excess of the usual 
rates In the United States to compensate for 
the greater strain and risk, although, he 
points out, health conditions on the isthmus 
are now practically as good as anywhere 
else. The increase he awards to train en- 
gineere is conceded on the ground that in 
this country their pay averages that of steam 
shovel men and also on the ground that the 
locomotive engineers work an hour longer 
each day.

On the contrary, a great many 
of the importers and those who have foreign 
connections fully beHeve that the existing 
tariff should, at the proper time and in the 
proper way, be thoroughly overhauled. 

What they are afraid of is tariff agitation 
and not tariff revision. They believe in a 
standpat policy because it means the re- 
moval of an element in the next national cam- 
paign which might seriously unsettle prices. 
The mere threat of tariff revision in the im- 
mediate future would alarm the fmporters. 
They know that the tariff can only be revised 
downwards. Once they were sure that the 
republican party was committed to tlits pol- 
icy the} would begin to curtail importations, 
so as to avoid being caught with large stocks 
on hand when the reduction occurs. 

Speaker Cannon’s pronounced standpatisem 
has made him extremely popular not only 
with the manufacturers and importers but 
with the rank and file who believe in a pro- 
tective tariff, and want to see it let alone for 
as long a time as possible. 


Minor Candidates Overlooked. 
One seldom hears of the minor candidates 


Follette is looked upon as more radical than 
Roosevelt in many respects, and republican 


yet to take him as ever a possibility. Gov. 
Cummins {s probably better known than any 
of the western men who have been incidental- 
ly mentioned for the nomination, but his 
tariff revision views do not make him popular 
among those people who insist that the con- 
tinued prosperity of the country is absolute- 
ly depehdent upon the prevention of any 
interference with the financial system or 
with the rates of duty. 

Men in the Wall street district lay a good 
deal more stress upon the existing financial 
situation than the people outside do. They 
intimate constantly that the national pros- 
perity is not necessagily long lived. Every 
big banker, every president of a trust com- 
pany, every experienced railroad man who 
has to do with international finance will de- 
clare without hesitation that the stock mar- 
ket and the general business and railroad 
world are in a condition of unstable equiii- 
brium, where they are likely to be upset by 
unfortunate legislation or by the sudden 
withdrawal of public confidence on account 
of a mere threat of radical laws. 


Want to Be Let Alone. 


The financial magnates are willing to ad- 
mit that President Roosevelt has not done 


the thing they object to most seriously is his 
apparent disposition not to give the rate law 
a fair chance, but to proceed at once to new 
schemes for government regulation not only 
of railroads but of all sorts of corporations 
supposed to be engaged in interstate com- 
merce. The opposition to men like Cummins, 
and the friendliness to Fairbanks and Cannon 
is based almost wholly on the theory that the 
best thing for the country just now isto be 
let alone until it has a chance to recover from 
the wrench which has been given to stock 
values by the strenuous legislation of the 
last congress. 

As to the third term idea. the men of mil- 
lions and their followers absolutely refuse 
to believe it is worthy of serious considera- 
tion. This may grow out of their dislike to 
Roosevelt, but they say with considerable 
emphasis that the sober second thought of 
the people never would give to him what 
they refused to Grant, although Grant had 
been out of office for four years and had no 
means therefore of perpetuating his own 
power.

MARVIN INQUIRY GOES ON. 


AUTOPSY STAFF ADJOURNS PEND- 
ING STOMACH INVESTIGATION. 


Physicians Refuse to Affirm or Deny 
That Boy Met Death by Freesing— 
Detectives Mystified by Finding 
Body in Place They Claim Was 
Traversed Time and Again in the 
Search—Funeral Is Held, One Thou- 
sand Persons Attending. 


Dover, Del., May 5.—([Special.]—The ques- 
tion how little Horace Marvin, whose body 
was found yesterday after a nine weeks’ 
search, met his death was still undecided 
tonight. The autopsy staff of four surgeons 
has adjourned pending an exhaustive inves- 
tigation of the child’s stomach which was 
removed by Dr. Robyn. This may take sev- 
éral’'days. Ooroner Calloway’s jury has been 
discharged to reconvene at call. 


One Thousand at Funeral. 

The boy’s body was interred today at ‘‘ Bay 
Meadows ”’ lawn, with the playmates, all Dr. 
Marvin's family, and 1,000 neighbors and 
mourners present. The Revs. Hugh B. Jolso 
and EB. M. Nelson read scriptures and made 
brief prayers. 

Thus far the principal development in the 
investigation is that the boy did not meet 
death by drowning, although the body was 
found in a pool of water seventeen inches 
deep, but with no connection with the bay. 
There are no external marks of violence. A 
ridge across his back four inches wide and 
depressed nearly two inches, was pronounced 
by two physicians to have been caused by the 
body swelling on either side of the waist- 
band of the Buster Brown suit. 


Tells of Condition of Body. 


Dr. Wilson, chief of the autopsy staff, gave 
the following statement: 

**I performed the autopsy of the body of 
Horace Marvin... The body of the child was 
in a well preserved condition, due possibly to 
the heavy clothing. There were no outward 
injuries obseryable, excepting g slight abra- 
sion over the left eye. The liver was the 
only organ which appeared congested. The 
lungs were absolutely collapsed. They con- 
tained no sign of water, and death was not 
caused by drowning. 

‘“T should say,death was caused by ex- 
posure. There was absolutely no trace of 
food found in the stomach orintestines. The 
child must have lived from twenty-four to 
forty-eight hours after eating his last meal. 
No one can tell positively how long the child 
had been dead. ; 

‘* The attention of the physicians was at- 
tracted by the fresh condition of the clothing. 
There were no mud stains, and the fresh con- 
dition of the shoes and garters was notice- 
able. et 

Detectives are nonplused at finding the 
body in a place one-third of a mile from the 
house, precisely where they had searched 
over and over again, yet the Pinkerton 
agency insists he Wandered there, across the 
frozen, snaw covered fields, crossing two high 
embankments and passing through a barbed 
wire fence. 


Thinks Boy’s Death Accident. 

Cleveland, O., May 5.—Chief of Police Koh- 
Ler issued a statement today in which he gave 
it as his opinion that 3 year old Alex. Hoenig, 
whose body was found in a barrel at the rear 
of a butcher shop near his father’s home 
on Friday, came to his death by accident. 
The boy disappeared Tuesday evening, and 
it was thought he had been kidnaped. 

The police believe the child went into the 
ice chest in a butcher shop, where he was 
imprisoned by accident, and that he smoth- 
ered to death, @ving with his face buried in 
the sawdust which covered the floor. It is 
thought that the finder of the body feared 
the consequence of turning the body over 
to the police, and, after keeping it secreted 
several days, placed it in the barrel where 
it was found.

Frye Her Rival’s Agent. 

“On one side,” the lawyer continued, “ is 
Calvin A. Frye playing upon a demented 
womans dread of malicious animal magnet- 
ism to strengthen hie strange control over 
her. The evidence shows Frye is in reality 
the secret agent of Mrs, Augusta Stetson and 
her adherents, who plan to put her in Mra 
Eddy’s place and wrest control of the Chris- 
tian Science organization, with its vast 
profits, from the Farlow administration 

“Of course, these rival cliques, fighting 
to destroy each other, are united in resist- 
ance to the relatives of Mra, Eddy, who are 
etriving to rescue her and her great for- 
tune,”’ the lawyer went on. ‘‘ We know the 
truth and are planning to lay bare in open 
court the story of this double headed con- 
spiracy. Indisputable evidence in our pos- 
session shows wus that as long as twelve 
years ago Mra. Eddy confessed her dread 
of Augusta Steteon. Even then a conepiracy 
to oust Mre. Eddy and elevate Mre. Stetson

‘* There ig no evidence, however, to show 
that Mrs. Eddy at that time suspected Frye’s 
complicity in the plot.

Ostensibly he is there in general 
charge. In reality his business is to check- 
mate Calvin A. Frye in the desperate game 
now being played for control of the situation. 

“It is believed with good reason Frye is 
practicing all the tricks of his black art upon 
his prisoner, Mre, Eddy, to terrify her into 
formal. abdication of her leadership in favor 
of Mrs. Stetson. Corneil Wilson is fighting 
this scheme with an energy born of desper- 
ation. Behind him are Farlow, Armstrong, 
the Christian Science publisher, Hering, and

She is a lec- 
turer om thie subject and her demonstrations 
have aroused keer interest throughout the 
west. She joined Frye at Pleasant View sev- 
eral weeks ago and still is there with him, 

‘Cornell Wilson and the terrified members 
of the Farlow cabinet,” continued the law- 
yer, ‘‘are working and scheming not only 
to defeat the plots of Stetson and Frye but 
also to cover this mad theory of malicious 
animal magnetism. They realize that ‘ M. 
A. M.’ will stand but a sorry chance for re- 
spectful consideration in a court of justice. 
They know a sane jury will recognize it as 
insanity.’’ 


PLEA FOR DRAINAGE SURVEYS. 


Illinois Geological Board’s Work May 
Have to Be Postponed Unless Ap- 
priation Is Adequate. 


'rbana, Il)., May 5.—[Special.]—The Illi- 
nois geological survey estimates that $128, - 
000,000 would be added to the land values 
of the state if the remaining swamp lands 
and lands subject to overflow were reclaimed. 
The problem now before the people is the ur- 
gent necessity for river improvement in order 
that outlets may be furnished to existing 
drainage works. 

The state geological survey plans to take 
up the making of maps and the study of the 
drainage problems of the various districts, 
but unless the legislature increases the ap- 
propriation for this purpose the work will be 
greatly handicapped. The state senate has 
cut out the item regarding drainage surveys 
and unless the house insists on an appropria- 
tion the work will have to be postponed: 

It may be approximately estimated that the 
lands may be reclaimed at an average cost 
of not more than $9 per acre, while the values 
would be raised from an average of $30 to $60. 
On the entire 4,200 square miles, 2,624,000 
acres, this would give an increased valuation 
of $128,000,000. Ten percent of the lands 
have already been reclaimed and protected 
and have proved to be among the most fertile 
in. the state. Their drainage and reclama- 
tion have added notably to the healthfulness 
of the surrounding region, at the samme time 
that homes have been made for a large 
number of people. If all the lands were 
brought under cultivation the same herefits 


would accrue to a much larger extent.

SPREAD DISEASE.

eases are drifting into these places ali the 
time. Of course if a man has aregular hack- 
ing cough they will drive him out. 1 have 
seen mén thrown into the streets at midnight 
because the proprietors could see they were 
ill. But many men do not know they are ill, 
or if they do they can hide it, for the poor 
fellows have got to have some place to go.”’ 

Supt. James Mullenbach of the municipal 
lodging house has many a tale of horror to 
tell of the men who come to him from Hogan's 
Fiop, the New York house, the Waverly, at 
S89 Desplaines street, the Colonnade at 18 
Madison street, and a few others. 

Hogan's Flop is a dark four story building 
in Meridian alley. A gas jet burns dimly in 
front of the door, the only light down the 
black street. There are,no signs of fire es- 
capes. The windows areallclosed. The only 
air that gets into the sleeping rooms is 
through one or two windows that happen to 
be broken. Even some of these are stuffed 
with newspapers. 


Wooden Bunk: No Bed Clothing. 


Each of the four floors ef Hogan's hostel- 
ry is filled with tiers of wooden bunks, The 
bunks are innocent of bed clothing of any 
kind—a fact which makes them cleaner, per- 
haps, than many other lodging house beds. 
The tlers are arranged around the room 
like library shelves. They are eight feet 
high, but no one sleepB on the top tier for 
fear of falling off. 

The New York house haS two shifts of 
sleepers. One crowd sleeps In the daytime 
and the other crowd rolls inat night. There 
are four beds in each room. The sheets are 
never changed, and the quilts bear the stains 
of a thousand kinde of filth. The air is as 
bad as possible, and thereare no fire escapes. 

The Waverly, a three story house, has 
no fire escapes visible. At least there are 
no red lights to show their location, and a 
man might roam about the dark catacombs 
at night and be lost ifa fire brokeout. Each 
of the rooms has a network ceiling, and the 
dirt on the floor and walls looks as If it had 
been there since the establishment of the 
house in 1879. 

There are no red lights showing fire escapes 
at the Colonnade, the beds are low, dirty cots 
with vermin and unwashed quilts. Water 
appears to be an unknown article either to 
the lodgers or to the proprietors.

FIFTY ENGINES AT WORK. 


Spectacular Scenes Arise in Aerial 
Battle on Flames and Two 
Firemen Injured. 


A stubborn fire, 150 feet in the air, was suc- 
cessfully fought in the sixth and seventh 
stories of the porkhouse of the Schwarzschild 
& Sulzberger company, Ashland avenue and 
Forty-first street, yesterday. Officials of the 
company refused to estimate the damage, 


-; but intimated it would be near $100,000. Al- 


most as much damage was done by water as 
by fire, tons of water from half a hundred 
streams being poured on the blazing structure 
for several hours. Strong fire walls made 
a spread of the fire to adjoining bulidings im- 
possible. 

The fire was discovered shortly after 11 
o'clock in the box factory, located on the top 
floor of the porkhouse, a seven story brick 
structure, 260x270 feet. Battalion Chief Mc- 
Allister was one of the first firemen on the 
scene, and he immediately turned in a 4-11 
alarm. and this was followed by five specials, 
bringing a total of fifty engines. Owing to 
the congested district and the inflammable 
nature of the contents of the porkhouse, lo- 
cated in the center of the group of buildings 
composing the plant of the Schwarzschild & 


| Sulzberger company, no chances were taken.

Fire Spreads Rapidly. 

In the rear of the box factory and on the 
same floor with it was the “ pork cuttings ” 
department. Before the firemen could get 
their pipe lines to the height of the ‘blaze 
it kad spread to the other end of the builld- 
ing. Eight story department buildings were 
on either side of the burning structure, and 


fire companies with lines of hose took them | 


as pointe of vantage. The roof of the build- 
ing collapsed soon after the arrival of the 
department, and the fire soon worked itself 
down to the “ brine vats’ on the sixth 
fioor. Determined work on the part of 
the fire department stopped it from spread- 
ing further. 

During the progres# of the fire James 
Grace, a member of Truck company. 8, was 
overcome by smoke while mn a perilous posi- 
tion. A ladder had been run out from an 
adjoining structure to the burning building 
and Grace climbed out on it with a rope, his 
purpose being to attach it to an overhanging 
cornice that it might be pulled out of the 
way. Volumes of smoke were pouring up- 
wards, and while Grace was engaged in his 
task the smoke proved too much for him. 
Joseph Taylor, a member of the same com- 
pany, climbed out and rescued Grace just 
as he was about to fall into the blazing pit 
below. 

Grace was taken to the Emergency hos- 
pital at the plant. Afterwards he returned 
and resumed work. 

Edward Pacl, 4736 Wood street, a member 
of fire patrol company No, 4, wae badly 
cut on the right foot. Pach was digging a 
hole in a floor with a pick that the water 
might drain through, when he accidentally 
hit his own foot. An employé of the pack- 
ing house suffered a badly lacerated hand 
while endeavoring to open an jron door in 
the burning building. 


Work of Firemen Spectacular. 


There was but one spectacular feature of 
the fire. The police lines were placed at the 
high fences inclosing the plant, and at such 
a distance little of the actual fight on the 
fire was visible. Many were furnished with 
an interesting scene, however, when a squad 
of firemen appeared on a narrow bridge or 
runway neatly 200 feet above the ground and 
ran from one building to another directly over 
the burning structure. Dragging a ine of 
hose after them, the firemen clambered out 


to the center of the bridge and fought the | 


flames from a point immediately over the 
spot where the fire was fiercest. 
False Alarm at Theater. 

Several fire engines were summoned to 
the Bijou theater shortly after noon yeeter- 
day when the automatic fire alarm acci- 
dentally sounded an alarm. The afternoon 
performance had not begun and there were 
only a few employés in the playhousm at the 
time. 

A lighted ciga> or match thrown on some 
rubbish in the rear of the saloon of Anthony 
Kaiser, 157 Randolph street, last evening 
caused a fire which resulted in small damage. 
The saloon is in the same block as the Pow- 
ers theater. There was no audience in the 
theater, however.

OLRMENOBAU'S WHAKNESS BRINGS 
ABOUT A CRISIS. 


Premier and His Cabinet Bxpected te 
Have DiMiculty in Weathering the 
Storm That Will Break When Par- 
Mament Reassembiles — Federation 
ef Unions Openly Planning General 
Strike and Startled Public re 
Its Sappression. 


PARIS, May 5.—lJgly clouds have gathered 
during the Kaster holidayg and when pariia- 
ment reassembles on Tuesday Premier Clem- 
enceau and his cabinet will have to face a 
multitude of interpellations with no certainty. 
of weathering the storm. 

While the conservative interests of the 
country for months have been alarmed at the 
government's new scheme of taxation they 
now have become genuinely frightened to 
find & carnival of strikea, labor disorders, and 
an anti-military, propaganda being directly 
fostered by the general’ federation of labor, 
an organization comprising all the labor 
unions in France, which is openly preaching 
collectivism, expropriation, and the attain- 
memt of ends which mean a genera! strike. 

Besides organizing the workmen of the 
country the federation has been instru- 
mental in forming seventeen syndicates of 
state employés, including the teachers, and 
claims their right to affiliate with the federa- 
tion. The result has been public and private 
demoralization threatening veritable an- 
archy and a tremendous sentiment has flared 
up in favor of the complete suppression of 
the federation. 


Clemenceau a Disappointment. 

Premier Clemenceau sympathizes*with this 
demand, but, intent on retaining power, hag 
feared to wreak with his old socialietic col- 
leagues. As a natural consequence his irres- 
olution has disappointed friends and enemies 
alike. While he blocked the May day cele- 
brations, when it came to taking the feder- 
ation by the throat he capitulated. At Satur- 
day's cabinet meeting he submitted a bill dis- 
solving the federation, but when M. Viviani, 
minister of labor, and M. Briand, minister 
cf education, opposed it he agreed to hold it 
in abeyance for a firat teet of sentiment in 
the chamber of deputies. 

As a matter of fact, M. Viviani, who is hand 
ir glove with M. Jaures, the socialist leader 
in the chamber, M. Pelletan, ex-minister of 
marine, and M. Millerand, ex-minister of 
commerce, is belleved to be secretly trying to 
unhorse his chief. 


Labor Hostage Real Leader. 

The Echo de Paris considers that M. Clem- 
enceau has practically abdicated in favor 
of M. Viviani, who is actua'ly the hostage of 
the federation, which it declares is really 
ruling the destinies of the republic. 

M. Poincare’s speech repudiating the in- 
come tax and declaring in favor of dissolu- 
tion of the federation of labor constituted a 
strong bid for the premiership. 


BADEN’S PHYSIQUE ON WANE. 


Peasantry of Two Districts Unfit for 
Military Service Owing to Poor 
Food Supply. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUN®E.] 

BERLIN, May 5.—Curious statistics were 
gieaned in southern Baden in the recent en- 
rollment of recruits. In the Lindau and 
Aligan districts out of 604 young men liable 
to service only 20 were found to be up to the 
physical standard of the military authorities. 
The peasantry of those districts were at 
one time among the most robust in the em- 
pire, but owing to the dearness of meat and 
milk their physique has sunk to a dangerous- 
ly low level. Their principal food for years 
has been potatoes and skimmed milk.

ing Home Rule. 


REDMOND LEADS IN FIGHT 


Outline of Measure, Which Will 
Prove a Disappointment to 
the Radicals. 


LONDON. May 5.—With all the principals 
in the negotiations bound to setrecy little is 
known as to the provisions of the Irish coun- 
cil bill, which Augustine Birreil, chief secre- 
tary for Ireland, promised to explain in the 
house of commons May 7. It, is believed the 
bill will be a compromise and, therefore, a 
disappointment to the radicals. 

There has been a keen contest in the cabi- 
net between the home rulers, represented by 
Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman and Mr. 
Birrell, and the anti-home rulers, led by 
Herbert H. Asquith, chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, and Richard Burdon Haldane, sec- 
retary for war. The latter demand that the 
bill shall not bear any resemblance to home 
rule. Mr. Asquith has gone so far as to say 
that if the bill contains anything in letter or 
in spirit in violation of the pledges he has 
made against home rule he will resign; and 
there is little doubt that he would be followed 
by Mr. Haldane and probably other members 
of the cabinet. 


Redmond in Fray, Too. 


John Redmond has been given every OPp- 
portunity to state his views, which, needless 
to say, were at first a demand for the fullest 
measure of self-government. This, it was 
early pointed out to him, he could not expect 
to obtain for two chief reasons. The gov- 
ernment had not received the mandate of the 
people at the last election to grant home 
rule and several of the most prominent mem- 
bers of the cabinet were opposed to it. 

The laborites, all of whom are home rulers, 
not only for Ireland, but in all local affairs, 
have been supporting the nationalists, but 
even thie would not justify Sir Henry Camp- 
bell-Bannerman losing two members of his 
cabinet in whom the people have the great- 
eat confidence. 

Mr. Redmond is carrying on the fight to 
get as large an installment of home rule as 
is possible, and now it is announced if this 
scheme lays a foundation on which lreland 
can build the nationalists will consider 
whether it was worth accepting. 


Liberals May Be Disappointed. 


In liberal circles it ig admitted that the 
bill cannot be what Irishmen desire or what 
the English home rulers believe will be for 
the best. This despite the opportuneness 
of the time, when Gen. Botha, head of the 
Transvaal government, is making such a 
good impression in England and the Orange 
river colony, which also was in arms against 
Great Britain a few years ago, is about to 
be granted. a constitution. 

The most sanguine now only hope for a 
measure giving administrative power 
through control of expenditure to an Irish 
council which will be predominantly el-ctive, 
all the Irish members of commons being 
members, thus obviating the necessity for 
separate elections. 

The council will administer the Irish local 
government board, which controls public in- 
stitutions, and also the Irish board of works. 
The departments of agriculture and educa- 
tion also doubtless will be handed over to 
the council.

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REMOVED FOR CAUSE. . : 

The authority to remove as well as to 
appoint civil service commissioners is, 
vested in the mayor. The law says that 
he may “in his discretion remove any 
commissioner for incompetence, neglect of 
duty, or malfeasance in office.” If he 
shall exercise his authority he is required 
to report to the council within ten days 
any removal and the reasons therefor. 

Mayor Busse has removed the three old 
‘civil service commissioners and appointed 
their successors. He may tonight inform 
the council of his reasons for the removal. 
Whatever they may be they will not be 
reviewable by the council or by the courts. 
The general provision as to the removal 
of city officers is that if the council by a 
two-thirds vote shall disapprove of the 
mayor’s reasons the officers shall be re- 
stored to office, but this does not apply to 
the civil service commissioners: They are 
in a class by themselves. The council 
does not confirm them and cannot restore 
them to office. 

The late commissioners say jointly and 
singly that they have not been incompe- 
tent, neglectful of duty, or guilty of mal- 
feasance in office, and that, therefore, the 
mayor has no authority to remove them 
and they should be allowed to serve out 
their terms. If they were more familiar 
with the law under which they were ap- 
pointed they would know that they are 
not the judges as to whether they ought 
to be removed. It is for the mayor, not 
for them, to determine whether they have 
been neglectful of duty. If he believe 
that they are incompetent he can remove 
them without proving their incompetency 
to their satisfaction or that of any jury. 

The matter is left to the discretion of 
the mayor. A mayor may exercise his dis- 
cretion unfairly or inequitably, as Carter 
H. Harrison Jr. did when he removed 
John M,. Clark and Christoph Hotz, but 
none the less his action is legal and final. 
No court will interfere with him in its 
exercise. 

A civil service commissioner has no 
vested right to his office for the term for 
which he was appointed. The mayor 
made him and the mayor can unmake him 
in his discretion. It was a pure courtesy 
on the part of Mayor Busse to give the 
late commissioners an opportunity to re- 
sign. Their refusal to accept the oppor- 
tunity availed them nothing. They are 
out of office and cannot get back.

House. bills 484 and 485 are examples 
of bills of which there is a real need, 
since they do not aim at experiments in 
legislation, but embody the result of the 
experience of several years with laws now 
on the statute books. Bill 484 amends 
the act to regulate the treatment and 
control of dependent, neglected, and delin- 
quent children, which in its present form 
has been in force. since July 1, 1905. It 
cures certain technieal faults in the phrase- 
ology of the present law and frees it from 
objections. The bill was introduced by 
request and is supported by the officials 
of the Juvenile court. 
House bill 485 amends the law in re- 
gard to the adoption of children, which 
has been in force since July 1, 1874. Under 
the present law there are difficulties ans- 
ing from the necessity of securing tne con- 
sent of parents who may haye left for 
parts unknown. ' The amendment will 
make it possible, under proper restrictions, 
to secure service by publication in such 
cases. The new law also provides a way 
by which it may be possible to adopt an 
iflegitimate child, a thing for which no 


| provision was made in the older law. The 


period during which the authority of 
the parent over the child remains in spite 
of abandonment is cut down from one 
year to six months. The other changes 
are to facilitate the operation of the 
law and to leave less matter open 
to litigation, in other words, to make 
it easier to secure a permanent home 
for an orphan, abandoned, or illegitimate 
child. Both these bills are for the public 
good, and especially for the good. of the 
children. 


A CLEAN HOUSE. 

The city has been invited to clean up. 
Back yards, alleys, vacant lots, and streets 
are to be cleaned as much as possible to- 
day. The intention is good; if the invita- 
tion is accepted there will be an improve- 
ment in the appearance of the city, but 
the only test of a sincere desire to have a 
clean and beautiful city will be a con- 
tinual effort to keep the city from relaps- 
ing into the condition which offends the 
admirers of the “city beautiful.”’ In the 
scriptural story of a house that was swept 
and garnished the latter condition was 
worse than the first, because apparently 
no pains were taken to prevent the return 
of the first unclean spirit with others 
worse than himself. 

To an unfortunately large number of 
persons a clean alley or a vacant lot sug- 
gests above all things its suitability as a 
depository for refuse. Such persons must 
be admonished by officers of the law, but 
the habit will be hard to break. So long 
as the courts interfere with the enforce- 
ment of ordinances to prevent loss of life 
by fire it is idle to hope that untidy per- 
sons will respect the clean city ordinances 
merely out of respect for the law. Not 
until they are convinced that there is no 
escape for the violators of these ordinances 
will they obey them. 

But that part of evil which is wrought 
by want of thought rather than want of 
heart will yield to milder treatment. 
Friendly neighborhood associations can 
take the matter in hand, and by using 
tact keep their part of the city clean 
without rousing antagonism. It is not 
desirable to give scavenger work to chil- 
dren, but a certain amount of cleaning up 
of vacant lots can be done by the boys 
as a form of play, ifthe matter is pre- 
sented to them in the right light. It must 
be the older people rather than the boys 
upon whom to rely for keeping the city 
clean after the work is once done. 

The proper motto for tne movement is 
“Every little helps.” To give up be- 
cause one neighbor is crusty or slatternly 
or because the city is not doing its ful] 
share in carrying off rubbish as fast as 
it accumulates would be too bad. Every 
inch gained is a true gain. A day will do 
something, a week will do more, a year 
will do a great deal.

SLOW AND SLOWER FREIGHTS. 

A cotrespondent of Tue Trisune says’ 
that freight is moved by rail at the rate 
of about twenty-seven miles a day, while 
it used to be moved by canal at the rate 
of 120 miles a day. He asserts that 
coarse freight in particular is moved much 
more slowly than a few years ago. For 
example, coal used to be brought from 
West Virginia to Chicago in four days. 
Last fal) the average was twelve days 
from the same mines. * 

There is reason to believe that the slow 
movement of freight of which shippers 
complain arises from the fact that most 
railroad managers have been assiduous 
and often incautious copyists of some of 
Mr. James J. Hill’s methods of operation. 
The secret of economic operation, accord- 
ing to him, lies in getting the maximum of 
work out of every unit of rolling stock. 
Every locomotive should be worked up to 
the limit of its capacity by being made to 
haul the largest. possible numberof fully 
loaded cars. More powerful locomotives 
are put in service, not in order that freight 
may be moved more rapidly, but so that 
a larger number of bigger cars may be 


Mr. Hill and his railroad imitators are 
not the only ones who seek economy in 
this direction. On the lakes and on the 
ocean the size of freight carriers is dou- 
bled, trebled, and quadrupled so as to re- 
duce the cost of operation per ton of 
cargo. The cost is reduced, but the big- 
ger freighters involve a primary expense 
for the public. They necessitate the low- 
ering of tunnels, the deepening of chan- 
nels, and the improvement of harbors. The 
Chicago traction companies had an eye to 
“economy of operation” when they ran 
their long, slow cable trains, but the pub- 
lic got poor service. The Chicago team 
owner studying “economy of operation ” 
puts on his wagon the heaviest load his 
horses can draw. He often overdoes it, 
his team is stalled, and his economies dis- 
appear. : 

There is reason to believe that the 
same thing often happens with railroads. 
Mr. Hill’s proclaimed theory is that suc- 
cessful operation means getting out of 
track and rolling stock the largest amount 
of work that they can perform with 
safety and without congestion or delay. 
Thé theory is sound, but in practice there 
is a constant temptation to go too near 
the danger line and exact an undue 
amount of work of rolling stock. When 
about all the power of a locomotive has 


pace when all the conditions are favorable, 
a comparatively slight snow storm may 
bring it to a standstill. It may be stuck 


Delay and congestion of traffic follow. 

Often a locomotive sets out with about 
all the cars it can haul, and ase it crawls 
along isyhalted to pick up a few more at 
way stations. This is done in the name4 
of “economy,” but it is fatal to speed. 
The rate, necessarily slow, is made still 
slower for trains carrying coarse freight, 
such as grain, coal, lumber, etc., because 
these trains have to keep out of the way 
of those made up of private freight cars 
or railroad cars carrying dressed beef, 
fruit, or costly merchandise. 

Speed is too important a matter from 
the point of view of the. consignee to be 
unduly sacrificed to alleged economy of op- 
eration. He wants his goods in a reason- 
able time. A delay in their receipt may 
turn an expected profit into a loss. Speed 
should be of importance from the point of 
view of the railroad manager. The earn- 
ing capacity of his loaded cars, depends 
on the number of trips they make. By 
reducing their speed to a minimum he 
reduces that capacity. He more than 
loses all that he can gain by his alleged 
economy of operation, and when there is 
much freight to be moved, as at the pres- 
ent time, the result is a shortage of cars. 
If the average speed of freight trains 
were sixty miles a day instead of twenty- 
seven, each car would do twice the work 
it does now and shippers would not be 
vainly appealing to the roads to move 
their freight. 

A reasonable rate of speed should be 
maintained, and consistent with the main- 
tenance of that rate locomotives should 
be worked to about the limit of their 
capacity. Then economy of operation and 
the interests of the shipper will be equally 
consulted,

* the viscounty of Midleton, through the 
death of his father, serves to recall] the 
fact that <he, together with Lord 
Curzon, Lord Coleridge, and several 
other former members of the house of com- 
mong -who were the eldest sons of peers, 
initiated a movement to enable men situated 
like themselves to decline the succession of 
the family honors, and to retain all: the 
privileges and prerogatives of a commoner 
in lieu of those of a peer. 

Each of them was convinced that his polit- 
ical future and his chances of becoming 
prime minister would be irretrievably ruined 
in the event of his being compelled to leave 
the lower for the upper house of the national 
legislature.

sion to ai| peerage took place the peer in ques- 
tion, while becoming endowed with all the 
prerogatives and immunities of his new 
rank, forfeited those of a commoner, among 
them his electoral franchise.

The new Lord Midleton, who must not be 
confused with Lord Middleton, brother-in- 
law of Sir William Gordon Cumming, is 
descended from John Midleton, who, in the 
reign of Edward VI.,.bore the title of the 
king’s embroiderer, and whose son, Sir 
Thomas Brodrick, was governor of the tower 
of London in the reign of Queen Elizabeth. 
The viscounty of Midleton was created in 
favor of Alan Brodrick, who for many years 
was speaker of the Irish house of commons 
and afterwards lord high chancellor of Ire- 
land, and he took his title of Midleton from 
the property of that name in County Cork 
which had been granted to his father, Sir 
St. John Brodrick, by letters patent of 
Charles II. : 

The new Lord Midleton has held office as 
minister of war and likewise as secretary of 
state for India, when his quarrel with his 
old schoolmate and close chum, Lord Curzon, 

‘contributed in no small measure to the lat- 
ter’s resignation of the viceroyalty of India, 

Lord Midleton, while painstaking and con- 
scientious, is most unfortunate in his man- 
ner, and is wholly lacking in tact. Thus, to- 
wards the close of the life of Mr. Gladstone, 
while the latter was championing Irish home 
rule, St. John Brodrick, as he was then, got 
himself hissed and hooted off the platform 
of atory, and therefore anti-home rule, meet- 
ing in England by contemptuously referring 
to “the grand old man” as an “ass, un- 

‘fitted by age for any further work or use, and 
in whom, therefore, no dependence should 
be placed.” In fact, he was mobbed to such 
an extent that he would have been subjected 
to bodily injury had it not been for the pres- 
ence of his first wife, Lady Hilda, daughter 
of Lord Wemyss. Lady Hilda died in 1901, 
and a couple of years later he married Miss 
Madeline Stanley, daughter of that popular 
hostess who is far better known by her 
former nameof Lady Jeune than by her pres- 
ent title. 

> 

Another instance of lack of tact was shown 
by Lord Midleton when during his term of 
office as minister of war he attended the 
great maneuvers of the German army 
arrayed in a khaki uniform. The English 
delegation included, besides himself, Field 
Marshal Lord Roberts, Gen. Sir John French, 
Sir Edward Kelley Kenny, and several other 
gray haired veterans of the South African 
war. Not one of them wore campaigning 
uniforms. The only member of the party to 
do so was this solitary civilian—namely: 
Lord Midleton, who donned it on the strength 
of his being honorary colonel of some militia 
regiment. | 

The kaiser did not fail to see the humor 
of the affair, and indulged in some merriment 
at the expense of khaki uniforms. It was 
believed at first that he was poking fun at 
the American officers. But this was soon 
shown to be a mistake. The sole object of his 
good natured ridicule was the most inefficient 
and unpopular statesman who had ever held 
the office of secretary of war in England.

' Outside the English artistic world, the 
movement now being made in parliament to 
bring about an amendment of the constitu- 
tion of the Royal academy in such a fashion 
as to enlarge both its numbers and its scope 
seems to have attracted but little attention. 
The project, which is likely to prove success- 
ful, has been prompted by the sentiment that 
the Royal academy. is in need of radical re- 
organization, so as to bring it abreast of 
modern times and to prevent it from remain- 
ing any longer a cloge corporation of mostly 
‘mediocre artists, who are prompted by pro- 
fessional jealousy and by narrowness of 
mind to keep without their portals some of 
the foremost British :masters. 

Ever since its foundation in 1768 the num- 
ber of its members‘has been limited to forty, 
and if George III. gave to the academy its 
charter it was on the understanding that the 
members should not only be artists of the 
first rank but likewise that they should en- 
deavor by means of tuition to encourage, 
develop, and fosterart. Sir Joshua Reynolds 
was the first president, and Sir Benjamin 
West the second. 

The academy may be said to owe its origin 
in &@ measure to William Hogarth’s runaway 
marriage with Miss Jane Thornhill, daughter 
of Sir James Thornhill, who was employed by 
Queen Anne to paint the history of St. Paul 
in the dome of St. Paul’s cathedtfal in Lon- 
don. Hogarth was at the time an engraver 
of armorial bearings on plate, but, through 
becoming Thornhill’s son-in-law, developed 
into a famous painter and into the founder of 
an important school. 

~o 

In those days the so-called Incorporated 
Society of Painters occupied much the same 
position that the Royal academy does today, 
that is to say, it was a close corporation, 
which in a great measure frowned upon 
artists who showed any signs of surpassing 
the average of mediocrity. 

Hogarth’s art school, in St. Peter’s cpurt, 
St. Martin’s lane, in course of time became 
so successful as to constitute a serious rival 
to the Incorporated Society of Painters. The 
refusal of the latter to accept at one of its 
exhibitions a picture painted by Benjamin 
West (one of the members of the Hogarth 
school) to the order of King George III, ex- 
asperated that monarch to such a degree 
that, in spite of all the influence brought to 
bear by the society, he granted the petition 
submitted to him by West, Joshua Reynolds, 
and other of their friends, all graduates of 
the Mogarth school, and gave them a charter 
founding the Royal academy. : 

A few months later the king gave a further 
evidence of his good will by conferring the 
honor of knighthood upon the first president 
of the academy, Sir Joshua Reynolds, a dis- 
tinction which he had been careful to with- 
hold from the president of the rival and now 
defunct corporation. j 

The recent discussions concerning the re- 
organization of the Royal academy should 
be regarded by the latter in the light of a 
writing on the wall and as a warning that 
unless it reforms its ways it may share the 
fate of the corporation which it itself super- 
seded as out of date a century and a half ago.

Pittsburg to Lose Orchestra. 

Pittsburg, Pa., May 5.—Pittsbure’s $40,000 
& year orchestra is threatened with disrup- 
tion that bids fair to affect the large perma- 
nent orchestras at Chicago, Boston, and New 
York. Labor troubles and opposition to the 
methods adopted by Conductor Emil Paur 
are said to be the main cause of the present 
ditticulties. So acute has the dissension be- 
come that the orchestra is without a manager 
and all offers of the position to succeed 
George H. Wiison, who was its manager for 
ten years, have been declined. 

Luigi von Kunitz and Henry Bramsen, the 
‘cellist, have resigned or refused to sign con- 
tracis for another year, and with the an- 
nouncement that Mr. Paur will sail for 
Europe on Tuesday,’ where he will engage 
other soloists; the members of the local mu- 
sicians’ union have declared that the whole 
matter will be lafd before the International 
League of Musicians, which convenes for its 
annual meeting at Cleveland, O., on May 
7. & 9, and 10, where a request for the pro- 
tection of the contract labor law will be 
made. 

It is asserted that charges of a character 
to call for the intervention of the United 
States authorities will there be made against 
Mr. Paur. President W. L. Mayer, head of 
the musicians’ organization, has stated that 
Mr.. Paur has asked that he be allowed to 
uring several players to America, and this 
statement Mr. Paur confirmed, but would 
not discuss the situation further.

HOSPITAL AUTHORITIES TO INAU- 


~ | PLAN CLINIC FOR MOTHERS 


GURATE SOHEME. 


Free Instruction in Care of Children 
te Be Given Parents in Chicago— 
Idea Never Tried in Any Other 
‘american City—Object to Prevent 
Rather than Cure Infants’ Disensges 
—Kach Baby to Be Weighed and 
Chart Shewing Growth to Be Kept. 


Chicago is to be the first city in the United 
States to have a regularly established sys- 
tem of mothers’ clinics for the free instruc- 
tion of parents in the careofchildren. Plans ) 
have been prepared for the building in which 
this novel scheme is to be inaugurated and 
building operationa will be begun within a 
month. 


The plan of establishing the clinic is a di- 
rect ou of a kirmess held last fall 
by the ‘‘cribside committee" of the Chil- 
dren's Memorial hospital. With the $25,000 
raised by this committee, a pavilion is to be 
erected as a part of the hospital's projected 
new equipment. In A spectally equipped 
room of this building the first of the clinics 
will be established. 


Plan Outlined by Dr. Walker. 


Dr. Samuel Walker, who referred briefly 
to the project in a lecture Saturday night, 
outlined the plan in detail yesterday. 

“The mothers’ clinic,”” said Dr. Walker, 
“wae originated, I believe, by a Berlin phy- 
sician in connection with his work among 
‘out patients’ of his hospital. The plan now 
is in use in several European cities, but, so 
fas as I know, it has never been tried in 
America. ; 
“As we intend to conduct them the clinics 
will comprise weekly meetings, to which 
mothers Will be invited to come, always 
bringing their babies. It is not the idea to 
care for sick children. That is what hos- 
pitals are for. If we can we want to induce 
mothers to attend the clinic regularly to 
keep healthy children healthy. 

** One of the physicians of the hospital staff 
will be detailed to take charge of the clinic. 

He will examine each of the infants, ques- 
tion the mothers as to their condition and 
the probable reasons for anything that may 
be unsatisfactory, and give them instruc- 
tions as to proper methods of feeding and 
caring for the child. Each infant thus will 


Each Child to Be Weighed. 
‘An important feature of the examination 
will be the weighing of each infant. This 
will be done systematically. Records of the 
weights will od kept in a card index device, 
As the mother attends the clinic each week, 
these records will be compared and a‘ weight 
Chart’ made out for each child. 

“In the first five months of its life, each 
infant should gain regularly from four to 
five ounces a week. Few parents have any 
idea of the importance of this. They weigh 
the child when it is born, announce its weight 
proudly, and then neglect the matter. 

“It is to eounteract these conditions—to 
prevent, rather than cure, that work of this 
kind is to be started. 

“Of course it ig working directly againet 
our own interests as physicians, but that is 
the tendency of the time—to enlighten the 
ublic and try to destroy diseases and un- 
ealthful conditions by attacking them at 
their sources. 

“Ingtruction to be given by the physician 
will deal chiefly with the nutrition and hy- 
gienié care of children. Purity of the milk 
supply, proper mixture of milk with other 
ingredients, regularity of feeding, amount of 
clothing, and a hundred other things must 
be watched closely. 

“ Many children are given too much out- 
door air. Many are overfed, and probably 
more infants are unhealthy for this reason

Aids in Establishing Clinics. 

As a member of the executive board of 
the: Children’s’ M tal, Dr. 
Walker largely has been responsible for the 
proposed introduction of the mothers’ clinics. 
The ‘hospital recently has bought the tri- 
angular piece of land bounded by Fullerton 
and Lincoln avenues and Orchard atreet, 
opposite the present hospital building. Work 
on the new plant will begin in a month. 

One of the new buildings will be the chil- 
dren's pavilion; provided for by the kirmess 
fund. There will be a milk station equipped 
with the most modern devices for the prepe- 
ration and@ distribution of pure milk. An- 
other room will be devoted to the mothers’ 
clinics, and the remainder to quarters for 
the care of fourteen or sixteen infants.

Mortality Returns for First Your 
Months of 1907 Greatest in Last

Chicago's death rate for the first four 
months of 1907 is greater than in any corre- 
sponding period since 1899, according to the 
weekly bulletin of the health department.

Severe arraignment of theaters was made 
by the Rev. John Roach Straton yesterday 
in Second Baptist church. The pastor de- 
clared the theater as an institution might be 
made an instrument ef good, but now it is al- 
most entirely an agency of evil. Among the 
charges he made against the theater were 
these: , 

The sole aim of managers of modern theaters 
seems to be to make money, and not to foster art. 

The present ideals of the theater do violence 
to the moral instinct. 

It deliberately and persistently violates God's 
holy law concerning the Sabbath, and ‘thereby 
puts itself into direct and deadly competition 
with the Christian church. 

It appeals to the lower instincts of the race rather 


| than to its higher ideals. 


The most popular themes in the theater today 
are unholy love, jealousy, envy, and a broad and 
silly humor. 

Even in so-called religious plays and the grand 
opera, ballets and other features are introduced 
which appeal to the lower instincts and discount 
the sanctity and glory of womanhood. — 

The morals of its actors and actresses are almost 
universally low. The stage is notorious at this 
point. 

The stage is the only place where a spot on a 
woman's character enhances her popularity and 
success. 

The price of our merriment and of our enjoy- 
ment in the modern theater is too often the virtue 
and the soul of those who there entertain us. 


Assaile a Famous Actress. 


In illustration ofthis contention that the 
ideals of the theater ‘“‘do violence to the 
moral instincts,’ Pastor Stration said: 

** ‘We beheld in our city a short time ago a 
perfect stampede to buy the privilege of see- 
ing a woman—the leading French actress of 
today—who has flagrantly and persistently 
violated the highest and most sacred laws of 
God and man. 

* Christian men paid fancy prices and car- 
ried their wives and daughters to applaud 
one whose life contravenes the precepts 
which nurture pure and modest womanhood, 
and whose example, if followed by all, would 
plunge society into wreck and ruin within a 
decade. And in the name of pleasure we help 
to support this woman who stands as the 
embodiment of the destructive tendencies of 
our civilization, and of all that is vile, wicked, 
and degraded in the modern theater.’’

Qatelaces Return to Market Aftie a 
Long Absence—Unseasonably Cold | 
Weather and Unchecked Devasta- 
tion by “Green Bugs” Create Gen- 
eral Alarm for Wheat Prospects— | 


Primary Movement Continues 
Heary. : ; 


Foremost among the features of last week's 
wheat market was the pronounced revival of 
outside speculative interest. The volume of 
pit trading at times was enormous, equaling 
that of the frantically active days of the 
“black rust’ scare, and brokers were jubi- 
lant for the first time in many months. Fears 
for the growing crops in this country and 
abroad were the basis of the big awakening. 
Toward midweek there was a wild rush to buy 
wheat, and prices took long strides upward, 
notwithstanding realizing sales immense in 
the aggregate. Full advances were not main- 
tained, the final sessions witnessing a letup 
in general activity and an increasing in- 
clination on the part of bears to take a chance 
on-a more favorable turn in weather condi- 
tions. Week end quotations showed ad- 
vances of %c for May, %c for July, and 4@ 
%c for September, as ‘compared to those of 
the previous week. 

The first two sessions of the week were 
marked by sharp declines in prices, princi- 
pally on the unloading of.long wheat for 
profits. Crop reports were more hopeful 
than those previously received, mumerous 
messages from ize@ conservative 
sources indicating that claims of damage 
in the southwest had been exaggerated, and 
that the growing plant In many sections sup- 
posedly backward was normally successful 
in its progress. Raing finally came to re- 
Heve the long droughty districts of Kansas 
and other garden spota of tlie wheat pro~- 
ducing country, but the precipitations appar- 
ently did not have any checking influence 
on the “green bug” ravages, ndr did sub- 
sequent killing frosts. 


“Bugs” Impervious to Frosts. 


The ability of the “ bug’”’ to continue its 
mission of destruction in the severe weather 
increased the alarm of the more timid trad- 
ers, and the weaker prices witnessed a big 
rush of shorts to cover. This sort of buying, 
combined with the big support from outsid- 
ers and from confident professional bulls, re- 
sulted in quick recovery of the losses and 
the lifting of values to sharp advances. The 
July at one time touched c in the face 
of a steady and voluminous stream of real- 
izing orders. 

Killing frosts in Kansas, Missouri, and 
Nebraska, further spreading of rapidly in- 
creasing “ bugs,”’ highly unfavorable condi- 
tions for seeding in the domestic and Cana- 
dian northwest, where it was believed that 
the delay would result In a big reduction in 
the area; increasing apprehension over crop 
conditions in Europe, whose principal mar- 
kets plainly reflected fears, and the Ohio 
state report showing a condition 13 points 
lower than that made by the government a 
month ago, afforded meat for the aggres- 
sive bulls in the middle of the week, these 
factors overshadowing continued liberal re- 
ceipts at the primary points and practically 
no reduction in the big local holdings of the 
grain. 

Week End Realizing Heavy. 

Friday brought forth snows and general 
rains to the southwest, with predictions of 
killing frosts, but the trade evidently cal- 
culated that the effects of the low tem- 
peratures would be offset by the precipita- 
tions, and reindulged in heavy selling, prices 
going off sharply, but throughout the decline 
there was buying of an excellent character. 
On Saturday conditions in all directions in- 
dicated the advent of more norma! conditions 
here and in BHBurope, and, in the ab- 
sence of muoh of the previous out- 
side support, the market weakness was 
increased. Despite the heavy selling by 
longs and some of the more confident 
shorts, however, the losses on the final day 
were slight. Expert Snow about midweek 
declared that prevailing conditions indicated 
that the total yield of winter wheat would 
fall about 100,000,000 bu under that of last 
year. Deliveries on May contracts were 
liberal, but the grain went into strong hands. 


Corn Trade Comparatively Light. 

Business in the corn pit was light, com- 
pared to that in the wheat market, and 
prices for the coarser cereal were influenced 
largely by the course in wheat and oats. 
Weather conditions generally were regarded 
as unfavorable to planting operations, and 
the general movement from the country 
showed relatively lighter than that hereto- 
fore. There were spurts of activity in the 
cash demand, and foreigners showed consid- 
erable interest in American corn, although 
some hesitancy in taking it was born of the 
liberal offeringe from Argentina and the 
Danube. Final prices of the week showed \{c 
lower for May, unchanged for July, and %&@ 
¥%c off for September, as compared to those 
of the preceding week. 

E. W. Wagner, long a bull on corn, had this 
to say of the market: ‘ Corn is now up7cto 
8c, with at no time the first thing to excite 
the market or advance the price save the 
merit attached to this grain commercially. 
We can now hardly realize how the advance 
was accomplished, but the profit is there and 
will, I think, go right on till the price is estab- 
lished at 55c. We don’t have to watch ex- 
ports. One needs only to remember thatthis 
country cannot raise enough to create a 
large surplus reserve on 8,000,000 bu crops. 
There is no need to worry about a time to sell 
corn. That time will be when farmers can- 
not feed it at home at 60c a bushel, when 
the industries can find no use for it at still 
higher prices, when the crop looks like it 
might be less than 2,500,000,000 bu, and when 
it is worth some 150 a bushel more than 
oats.” 


Big Trade in Oats Market. 


Trading at times in the oats market was 
relatively as active and interesting as that 
in wheat, and the May, apparently under 
the control of the big interests that long 
have been bullish on it, touched 48c, the 
highest price in years. Outside speculative 
interest was pronounced, principal attention 
being paid to the September, which was 
eupported chiefly on unfavorable reports 
as the crop outlook. Many complaints of 
serious damage from. heavy froste and the 
‘green bug” invasion were received, and 
the fact that buying orders accompanied 
them from the southwest and northwest 
lent color to the faithfulnesa of them. The 
deliveries on the first of the month were 

about 1,070,000 bu, the grain being taken 
by the leading long interests, who, it is said, 
are planning to ship it out as rapidly as 
possible. Late in the week the May was 
heavily sold, prices going off sharply, the 
pressure being attributed as a part of a plan 
to holé down shipments from the country 
and outside markets where stocks are more 
liberal than here. Late in the week Mon- 
treal reported that sales of 1,000,000 bu of 
Canadian oats for June shipment were re- 
ported to have been made to London and 
Antwerp. Week end quotations showed un- 
changed for May, %@clc higher for July, and 
¥%@%c firmer for September, as compared to 
those of the week before. 


Provisions Dull and Narrow. 


Extreme dullness characterized the provis- 
ion trade the greater of the week, and 
price fluctuations weré within narrow bounds. 
Late in the week fair support to lard devel- 
oped, and the buying of this commodity had 
a beneficial effect on pork and ribs, which 
at times were almost at a standstill.. Some 
big interests in the trade believe that con- 
ditions are shaping themselves for a higher 
level for lard, declaring that the demand is 
better than is generally believed, and they 
do not look for burdensomely heavy receipts 
of hogs this month and next. The monthly 
statement on local stocks of provisions 
was given bullish construction, but the 
world’s stocks of lard were considered a 
bearish factor. “As matters now stand,” 
said a pit observer, “there is not 
much promise of an awakening on either side 
of the market. The packers are doing lit- 
tle in the pit, and outsiders seem to be in 
a waiting mood. Some consider that prices 
afe high enough, but I believe that a loftier 
level, especially for lard, is not out of the 
question.” 
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NEW YORK “MARKET WEAKENS. 
Prices Close Near Lowest Level After 


Day in Which Dealings Are 
Small. 


NEW YORK, May 5.—[Special. }—Following 
@ session in which the forces working'to de- 
press prices were but weakly resisted, the 


stock market yesterday closed heavy, with 


prices near the lowest. The causes leading 
to the weakness in stocks lay in the poor 
showing made by the weekly bank statement 
and the reactionary influence exerted by Un- 
ion Pacific, while the substitution of Reading 
as @ gustaining force was a failure. 

The opening declines were recovered at one 
time, but the bank statement forced the 
market down again. The showing of the 
banks was complicated by the inclusion of 
the figures of a new member of the clearing 
house, and thie wae held to account for a 
large part of the increase in loans and de- 
creases. The decrease in cash, however, was 
larger than expected, owing to some outgo 
to Canada. The firmer tone of the money 
market confirms the poorer showing of the 


The poor returne of net earnings by the 
Harriman Pacifics, New York Central, and 
Southern railway received further discussion 
and were not a helpful factor to the market.

Activity in the New York stock market 
last week found its principal motive in ru- 
mors about a holding company. for Union 
Pacific and Southern Pacific. On the strength 
of this theory Union Pacific advanced sharp- 
ly, being the market leader and helping the 
remainder of the list. 

Concerning this holding company talk, 
there would appear to be a precedent in case 
of the Northern Securities company. If 


Union Pacific and Southern Pacific are com- {| 


peting lines, a holding company would not 
obliterate that competition any more than 
did Northern Securities company that of 
the roads which it controlled. 

Where there is so much talk it is natural 
to assume there is some basis for it. In the 
present instance, whatever basis there may 
be is largely augmented by a desire to ad- 
vance prices and continue for a time at least 
a moderately active market. 


Great Speculator’s View. 


In thia connection the remarks of John W. 
Gates are of interest. He has predicted a 
season of quiet in the market and has said 
he believed it would-be a good while before 
the market recovered from the effects of the 
March declines. While Mr. Gates is retiring 
and in some measure may be excused on 
that account for the prediction indicated, still 
Mr. Gates is universally credited with being 
a good “ loser,” and his remarks are of im- 
portance, as coming from the most prominent 
specylator on the New York or any other 
stock exchange in the last seven years. 

Prices have been slowly worked up. There 
has been no broad bull basis for the advance. 
Some of the most important figures in rail- 
road finance seem determined to liquidate the 
money market, and even so pronounced an 
optimist as E. H. Gary has been forced to 
admit that mere sentiment can be created 
to effect the result desired. 


Bank Statement. 


The bank statement on Gaturday showed a 
loss in cash of $1,018,000. A favorable feature 
was an increase in deposits, but this was off- 
set by an expansion of nearly $17,000,000 in 
loans. The surplus reserve is now down to 
$6,824,825, against $5,899,525 last year, and 
$18,720,425 for the correaponding week in 
1905. The figures follow:

Trade in Wholesale Lines. 


May trade iy wholesale and jobbing lines 
started in with a good volume of trade in 
spite of the continued unfavorable weather 
conditions, which have retarded retail busi- 
ness to quite a large extent. The total vol- 
ume of trade the last week or so has prob- 
ably not quite equaled that of the same 
period a year ago, but there has been no 
abatement in the general belief that season- 
able conditions will soon restore trade to a 
more normal baeis. 

The dry goods market has shown con- 
siderable strength, and there has been a 
large volume of buying of surplus stocks 
of summer goods by jobbers, indicating that 
retailers are taking this class of goods freely. 
Cotton goods have held firm, the advance 
in cottom prices helping to maintain values 
of manufactured goods. 

Sustained activity in building operations 
continues to call for immense quantities 
of lumber and other building supplies, and 
prices for these have maintained a firm 
tone. Many grades of lumber are scarce, 
and delivery. is delayed in many instances. 
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New York, May 5.—As a result of confer- 
ence between counsel, I have consented to 
withdraw my application for an injunction 
against the classification committee and the 
New York Cotton Exchange, on condition 
that the defendants consent to go to imme- 
diate trial of all the issues before a referee 
to be appointed by the Supreme Court, and 
proceed from day to day in taking testimony 
in proof of the facts. This will result in a 
thorough inquiry into present and past condi- 
tions governing the cotton business of New 
York City, and will, in my opinion, effectively 
stop the delivery of cotton on contract here 
that is not properly tenderable, and check 
any disposition to violate the rules of the 
New York Cotton Exchange. 

From now on I believe we shall have a con- 
tract that really represents merchantabie 
cotton and bears some just relation to the 
value of the article. 

The trial before the referee will be con- 
ducted with all possible expedition, and I 
invite any one who may have evidence |to 
give on the subject to place the same at my 
disposal to the end that the New York Cot- 
ton Exchange may be rehabilitated in the 
eyes of the world and properly perform its 
proper function toward the trade and cease 
to be the object of antagonistic legislation 
throughout the south. 

I believé that under the improved condi- 
tions which will result from my action the 
New York Cotton Exchange has a brighter 
future before it, and that it will not be long 
before the contract here will be a legitimate 
exponent of the real value of spinable cot- 
ton and as such again available to producers 
and consumers as a@ means of properly prio- 
tecting themselves against the risk of a de- 
cline or advance in the market. 

It has been widely charged by my enemies 
and some of my former friends that my aic- 
tion was taken with a view of springing a 
surprise upon the market and forcing @ 
“corner” by- injunction, Such is not the 
case, and the best possible proof of it is my 
willingness to abandon the injunction pend- 
ing a trial, if the trial proceed forthwith. 
I am unalterably opposed to corners. I be- 
lieve them to be uncommercial and as a rule 
unprofitable. I never participated in but 
ore, when at the invitation of Messrs. 8. 
Gruner & Company, of this city, I joined with 
them in a corner of August cotton. The ex- 
perience convinced me of the utter futility 
of attempting to advance the price of a 
great commodity like cotton by manipulative
